THE  PARTIES  hereto  agree  to  settle  all  matters  1n 
dispute  between  them  except  as  hereinafter  set  forth  as  follows 

1.  GEC  to  pay  $20,500  1n  full  satisfaction  of  all 

Benet's  claims  against  GEC  and  Its  employees  arising  out  of 
the  first  style  of  action.  Including  costs,  such  sum  to  be 
made  up  as  follows: 


the  sum  of  $15,750  to  be  paid  forthwith  to  Benet; 

Benet  acknowledges  having  received  a  further  sum 
of  $4,750.

2.  Benet  and  GEC  shall  furnish  each  other  with  a  full 
and  complete  release  of  all  claims  each  may  have  against  the 
other  in  form  satisfactory  to  respective  counsel. 

3.  Claim  and  counterclaim  1n  civil  action  to  be  dis- 
missed without  costs. 

4.  Benet  shall  forthwith  withdraw  all  complaints 
made  by  him  against  GEC  and  its  employees  under  the  Ontario 
Human  Rights  Code  and  undertake  to  make  no  further  complaints 
with  respect  to  anything  which  may  have  transpired  to  the 
present  time  between  Benet  and  GEC  and  Its  employees. 

5.  GEC  agrees  to  provide  reasonable  letters  of  re- 
ference requested  by  Benet. 

6.  The  above  withdrawal   1s  without  prejudice  to  the 
Respondents'  rights,  1f  any,  as  to  the  question  of  costs  against 
the  Ontario  Human  Rights  Commission. 

7.  The  Respondents  shall  abandon  their  application 
for  Judicial   Review  to  the  Divisional  Court. 

8.  The  Ontario  Human  Rights  Commission  consents  to 
the  withdrawal  of  the  complaints  by  Benet.
